On Saturday afternoon the Varsity 
hockey squad won a decisive victory 
in the Intercollegiate Series, when 
they defeated Queon'a by a score of 
7-1.

In the second period, Queen's 
bucked up considerably and kept the 
play for the moat part in the vicinity 
of Varsity's nets.

The third period saw Varsity al- 
moBt entirely on the aggressive, but 
poor shooting on the part of the for- 
wards spoiled several good chances. 

Finally, however, after a fusillade 
of shots on the Queen's nets, succeed- 
ed in adding another when Carson 
shot and Ramsay batted In the re- 
bound.

All 
members who Intend to be present at 
this most important and enjoyable 
meeting on Thursday are advised to 
get into communication with the sec- 
retary of the Cercle at the Arts Build- 
ing as soon as possible, as It behooves 
the executive to make sure that a 
sufficient number will be present to 
provide partners for the guests.

Even so the secret would probnblv

d'un nom" and " An, 8aprélotte " on 
occasions of great emotional stress 
a proceeding so out of keeping with 
their usually demur sophomoric be- 
haviour as to e.rouse tho curiosity of 
their class mates.

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THE PARTING OF THE WAYS 

■'• The task of those entrusted with the guidance of a great umver- 
sity must, at the present time, be an extremely onerous one. For 
they are apparently confronted just now with the very gravest of 
problems. Briefly enunciated, the question is this: whether the 
-unfvefsityT wRicThas hitherto been regarded as a, centre of higher 
earning and a dispenser of culture, is to continue in this capac.ty, 
,r is to be made into a diverting toy for the man imthe street, which 
which appears to be' the present-day tendency. 

Besides the illusive glamour of novelty the second alternative 
- Sains adherents by other and more compelling means. For so many 
: universities are to a great extent dependent on the generosity of the 
i citizen body for their very existence, that they must of necessity be 
; in some degree subservient to the whims and fancies of the many, 
I who afford them this indispensible support. This is the tragedy of 
the position of the modern university, which- McGill is compelled to 
share along with the rest. 

Instead of acting as a compelling centre of national thought 
' unhampered by any debasing influences, the university of to-day is 
forced into a false position, where she must bow down at the nod of 
:hj» man with the money-bags, while at the same time pretending to 
a lofty idealism and a spirit of Culture with a capital C. 

-Apparently no one considers the possibility of pursuing a middle 
course between the two alternatives. The old-fashioned type of 
university is being violently, though none the less inevitably cast into 
the discard, while its place is being taken by the so-called "popular" 
university, where thousands upon thousands of the youth of the 
- nation are gathered promiscuously together for instruction in every- 
thing from Classics to Cooking and Swine-husbandry. This applies 
» especially to certain of the American universities. . 

It is apparently sufficient for a large enough number of people 
\ to wail assiduously for instruction in the latest popular fad. The 
"vox.plebis" is listened to with the greatest possible deference, and 
yet another "freak" course fs added to an overburdened curriculum. 
\ The entrance requirements are lowered still further, and the dry-rot 
'of decentralization eats deeper into the heart of the university, whose 
individuality is swamped by a clamoring wave of humanity. 
■ v . We may thank our Fates that McGill has not yet definitely cast 
in her lot with the ultra-modernists. But she has come to the part- 
ing of the ways. If for financial reasons she must in some' measure 
. be subject to dictation from the civic world outside the gates let it 
ptt least be on a "give and take" basis. The merchant would justly 
resent interference with the management of his counting-house,, and

Forty- 
tlvo other ranks turned out for this 
second week-end of intensive cavalry 
training, and showed marked pro 
gress, the smartness of the men, at- 
tracting favorable comment from 
their Instructors.

4-2 Victory Well Famed 
by Student Soldiers. 



Dr. R. W. Lee, Dean of the Faculty 
of Law, who is at present on a year's 
leave of absence to England, where ho 
is filling the post of Professor of 
Roman-Dutch Law at Oxford Univer- 
sity, has been writing to the London 
"Times" suggesting that Oxford and 
Cambridge should do more to admit 
Dominion students, and charging that 
an impression exists in Canada that 
entry is not made easy for them. 

In this connection, replies havo 
been published in the " Times' " cor- 
respondence columns from a Cam- 
bridge and an Oxford correspondent, 
which we reproduce herewith. 
The Oxford correspondent writes: 
"The statement in Dr. Lee's letter 
will certainly cause surprise at, Ox- 
ford, ver since the foundation of the 
Rhodes scholarships, and, indeed, be- 
fore that, students from thé Do- 
minions have been welcomed at Ox- 
ford and have come In ever-Increasing 
numbers. Men from all the Dominions 
and from Canada in particular, havo 
taken a very high placo in the In- 
tellectual life or the university, as 
well as in Its games and social activi- 
ties; and there has never been any 
desire to exclude them. 

"Of course, there are limits to the 
number of undergraduates whom col- 
leges can admit, and In selecting their 
freshmen for any given year the col- 
leges havo to consider the due propor- 
tions between one class of student and 
another. The overseas students them- 
selves would be the first to depreciate 
any undue accumulation of their 
number in any one college, as they 
would thereby lose one of the gruat 
advantages of their residence here — 
the corporate life with other under- 
graduates. 

"Since the war the pressure of ap- 
plicants of all kinds has been enor- 
mous, but it 1b a sufficient answer to 
Dr. i^ee that, in spite of this pressure, 
the colleges have readily agreed dur- 
ing 0»o last two years to accept an In- 
creased number of Rrodes scholars to 
make up for the elections which did 
not take place during the wot." 

The Cambridge correspondent 
writes: 

J'We do not adequately Inrorm the 
universities of our empire what facili- 
ties there are for joining the univer- 
sity. Oxford Is in a better case, for It 
has a large endowment for subsidis- 
ing colonial students during their 
residence in the university. 

"At the present time Cambridge 
has some 29 students from Canada 
and Newfoundland. With the excep- 
tion of Oxford, where, as T have point- 
ed out, many students arc subsidised, 
this number almost equals that of the 
Canadian students In the rest of the 
universities, of our islands." 



On Sunday last tbe Royal Canadian 
Dragoons went down to defeat b'efora 
the stellar hockey team of "A" Squad- 
ron, McGiil C.O.T.C, by four goals 
to two.

HOW REPORTERS GOT 
THE BALLOON STORY 
AWAY FROM DANIELS 



To "scoop" Secretary Josephus Dan- 
lets on tho story or Hlnton, Kloor and 
Farrell; In of her words, to get tho 
story of ehe "lost" balloonist* into 
the newspaper* before the "United 
States Navy Department got it at 
Washington— such was the task of 
twoscore. Unltett States and Canadian 
reporters who nwoopod down upon 
the a mined natives of Cochrane, 
.Mattice and Clutc, says the Ottawa 
Journal. 

New York reporters are reputed to 
be daring and resourceful. The .writer, 
eight year* ago, saw them smash 
police restrictions when, on the occa- 
sion of the arrival of the Carpnthia 
with the survivors of tlhe Tttantic, 
they strung, telegraph .wires into the 
homes of the rescued and got their 
Interviews and' "stories" by such 
means; saw them a few years later 
charter a large steamer In Quebec to 
go out nnd meet Hie cruiser Essex 
returning with the victims of the. Em- 
press of Ireland disaster, and wit- 
nessed them break through police 
lines In the Halifax catastrophe dis- 
guised as workers for the Jlod Cross. 
On none of these occasions, howover, 
did tlhe New Torkers dUplay quite 
the same ingenuity, resources and dis- 
regard for expenditure as when on 
the trail of the balloonist*. 

They entered Cochrane oqulpped for 
any emergency. They came on n 
special car, with their own chef, with 
nil kinds or provisions, with dorons 
of typewriters. stationery, books, 
magasines, confectionery, and even a 
gramophone, with the latest Indian 
songs. As for clothing, neither Peary, 
Stefantson nor Amundsen were ever 
belter prepared for the rigors of the 
Arctic tone, 

The little Hudson Bay post at Mat- 
tice was swept clean of snowshoe», 
sho.epacks, moccasins, blankets and 
Mackinaw coats; Cochrane merchants 
experienced a similar windfall, and 
prices, responding to the law of sup- 
ply and demand, simply soared,' 
Two Likely Trails. 
Cochrane, for the first few days, be- 
came tho G. it Q. of the crowd. 
Scouts were sent out on the trnll, go- 
ing out as far as fifteen miles, but 
the little northern town. Immensely 
plsased' at the thought of being "put 
on tthe map," -was the base. 

There were two trails toy which the 
balloonlsts might come — Cluto and 
Mattice. Tho trappers and Indians In 
the neighborhood were divided In their 
opinions, some favoring Matt ice and 
others Clute; and It was tiherefort 
found necessary to guard both trails. 
This was done by sending out Indian 
runners .from both Mattice and Cluto. 
The Rodmon were under contract— at 
a figure that to them must have seem- 
ed fabulous— to Jgo out nnd intercept 
tho bnlloonlsts 'and bent them back 
to tho telegraph station 'by eight hours. 
Thus, th* correspondents figured, they 
would be afforded ample time to get 
to the aviators before the messages 
of Secretary Daniels commanding them 
not to tulk. 

Mattice, of course, wns a hundred 
miles away, but an engine stood by 
night and day under steam, prepared 
to take tho party there within three 
hours. Two correspondents out of the 
two doacn broke from the others nnd 
decided to n'ay a lone hand — Clermont 
of The . New York American and 
Crossland of Thé Now York Tribune. 
Clermont, with two Indians, ten dogs 
and two toboggans, started out on the 
Mattice trail, whllo Crossland. with 
similar equipment, went out from 
Chite. Their hope was to meet tho 
aviators fifty or sixty miles- out, get 
their story; arid moite a dàsn" bnok with 
the news ahead of all the others. 
Had Hard Luck. 
Both men hod tho worst of bad luck 
Crpsslund, who , had never been on 
snowshocs 'before, but who Insisted on 
breaking the tralr, stumbled on his 
first day out and was badly bitten by 
one of tho huskies. He, .had to camp 
for a day, but finally pushed on moro 
than fifty miles, only to learn from 
runner sent out after him that he had 
taken the wrong trail, and that the 
aviators wore coming Into Mattice 
100 miles aiway. This meant that his 
lono card had been played, and that 
he had lost, for It was impossible to 
got back to Mattice In time. He was 
game, however, t sending back this 
message to tho more luoky ones at 
Mattice: * '.'*. 

"You were right nnd I have lost 
Good luck with your story. Hope 
we'll meet soon again, with different 
success." 

Crossland had expended several hun 
d reds of dollars for his paper, but, 
through a combination ' of bad luck, 
was completely "scooped" on the story 
Met the Aviators. 
Nor did Clermont, who pushed on 
nearly ninety miles, fare much better. 
He met the - aviators, camped with 
them overnight, got their story, began 
his dash back with It, but could not 
stand the pace. His foet, unused to 
snowshoeB, blistered and bled, he suf 
fcred Intensely from the cold, and his 
progress slowed down to not more than 
fourteen m)les a day. On the other 
hand, the Indian runners sent out by 
tho other correspondents, and who met 
the .balloonlsts tho morning after 
Clermont did, came back like the wind. 
They even dropped pieces ot tallow 
and cheese, along the trail to slow up 
Clermont's -dogs, and arrived In Mat- 
tice nearly eight hourB ahead of him. 
Clermont, In fact, could only mako

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Mattice six hours ahead of the bal- 
loonlsts, and not In time to pull . off 
his "scoop," and then fell Into , the 
worst kind of hard luck . by Kolnfir^pn 
to Cochrane and missing the Farrpllr 
Hlnton fight, tho best part of tho 
story. 

, Getting Farrell. 

Despite the warning of the Indian 
runners, the balloonlsts, who arrived 
two hours before expected, took the 
reporters unawares; and before a hun- 
dred words could be got out of Hln- 
ton and Kloor they had received and 
read Daniels* message, enjblnfng- si- 
lence. Fortunately, however,' Farrell 
was a half hour behind tho others, and 
a detachment (of tho reporters) was 
aent out to cut him off from the main 
force— nnd Daniels' message — while 
others remained behind to take care 
of Kloor and Hlnton. Farrell proved 
easier than the most sanguin» hoped 
for, and the Inducement of w cup of 
hot tea readily lured hlra' Into a ahoOk 
—and Into the arms of the newspaper- 
rnen— about a mile oufr on the trail. ■ 

Here Edward Klauber of The Njew 
York Times, who was elected spokes- 
man for the journalists, put Fnrrell 
throiiKh a grueling cross-examination, 
taking him from Rockaway to Mooso 
Factory and back to Mattice, and final- 
ly producing the Hlnton letters, which 
later caused such a row. It was Just 
as Farrell had concluded his story, that 
Hlnton entered tho shack .with . Dan- 
iels' message, getting a punch on the 
Jaw for his pains. 

Getting Out the News. 

It waa ono thing to get the story^ 
another thing to get it out. There are 
only two wires out of Mattice, one via 
Winnipeg and tho other via Quebec: 
and two wires are of mighty little con- 
sequence in carrying 76,00 wdds 
within the space of a few hours. The 
question, therefore, arose as to which 
reporter of the two dozen .should have 
a first go at the wires. After some 
hot debate It was decided that the 
fairest way would be to have a deal 
of the cards, with tho man drawlnu 
tho lowest card getting first turn at 
tho wire, and the man drawing the 
highest getting the last, those in be- 
tween coining In order, according to 
the card they drew, and each man fil- 
ing 600 words at a time. In this way 
everybody got a bit of a chance; at 8 
o'clock tho .following morning four op- 
erators, handling two wires, had sent 
out 60,030 words; six hours later the 
New York business man could read the 
story at his breakfast, and tho next 
day could go nnd see the whole epl 
sode reproduced at his favorite movie 
theatre.
